Tho-e who are compelled lo gather up the leaves that 


have fallen from the tree-, during the past two weeks, aud 
that means most of us. are impressed by the vast quanti­ 


ties, heaped and strewn on the ground. 
It is quite to be 
expected, of course, that those nip. are required to gather 
up the leaves and dispose of them would have the impres- 
sku’Ttiuit there were never such vast quantifies.

have that impression every autumn about this time. 
This year, however, even the passerby on the streets

The leave- were al! hit at once and have come 
down in one shower instead of gradually,
